: Nur following wo was ; not originally 
intended for publication, but as an imposition has 
been practised on the SocteTyY of Arts and Con- 
MERCE and the public in general, the sole inventor 
of the TR USS hereinafter described, feels it an 
| indispensible duty, in justice to himself, to state 
to tlie world the following narrative of Facts. | 


Mr. JAMES WOART, of Fulham, sent a USP 
of a Truss to the board of the Society of Anrs 
and COMMERCE, in the Adelphi, London, in his own 
name, as the original inventor of it, for which the ü 
honourable members voted him a premium of 20 
Guineas. The real inventor, being informed of 
this circumstance, by a Gentleman, who knew the | 
real invention to be his, immediately made applica» 
tion to the Society, and received for answer, that 
as the model had been sanctioned by the Society, 
and the premium voted, nothing could then be 
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-done on tein putt; comtquently he had only one 
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resource, that ofrelying on the candid opinion of 
the pak, upon a ye and impartial statement of 
Sel his case. 


5 The roof of the parish Church of CIATHAU, in 
8 SURRY, was to be raised, &c. One of the Gentlemen 
of that parish desired the inventor of this Truss to 
go to the Society of Arts and Commerce to see a 
model there, of one that was made to secure a 
rotten end of a beam at a House of Mr. Loss, at 
Putney ; he accordingly went there, and saw it, | 
and he immediately told Mr. Tar LOR, the Secre- 
tary to the Society, that he was disappointed, and 
that it was not of the least use to him. Mr. 
* T4t LOR said, that he had better see the Man chat 
made i it, and he furnished his address. The in- 
| ventor and one of his partners, Mr. Horry, wenf 
to Fulham, and saw J AMES WoaRrT, told him that 
he had been to the Society to see the model of his 
5 beam, but that he saw nothing i init respecting what 
he wanted ; he then shewed him a plan of the old 
Truss of the roof of Clapham Church (that was 
sunk eight inches and was ordered by the Surveyors 
to 'be raised by shoars) he told J AMES Woarrt, 
u chere was a a master er at Clophan, who 
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4 had said, that if he Had the job, bewould nis; ie

said, he thought he could raise it with levers, some- 
thing similar to the beam at Mr. Lod's, at Put. 1 
ney; the inventor told him he thought it, might-be 
done better by screws; he said he would make a 
4 model, which he did, and brought it to Clapham, 
It was only three pieces of wood and one screw. in 
in the center and the ends to butt against the old 
Wall plates, which were already bent out; as soon as 
the inventor of this Truss saw the model so pre- :

The three center screw bolts are five feet 9 inches 


long, one inch and à half Square, cut with a large 
aris thread, 13 inches down, with double nuts, + 
inches square and 2 inches thick each, and two 
bars of iron, one under the heads, and one under 
the nuts of the said bolts, 6 feet long, 4 inches 
wide, and 3qrs, thick; the four bolts that are fixed 
to the principal rafters are of the same nature as 
the center ones, only they have a strop goes under 
the old beam that was sunk, and up the other aide 
with 1 inch and 1qr. screw bolt, through each; like- 
wise four bars of iron, one on each side the prin- 
cipal rafter; 11 feet long, 5 inches broad, 3qrs, of 
an inch thick, bolted through to each other.
